WILL RESULT IN ACTION 
_BY GREEK GOVERNMENT 
‘Some 

Entente Powers Intend to 
Hold Saloniki and Demand 
Freedom of Action—It Is 
Openly Said a Refusal by 


Will Mean War. 


London, December 10.—The Anglo- 
French forces have commenced a gen- 
eral retirement from southern Serbia 
and it is suggested that their destina- 
tion is the region of Saloniki. This re- 
tirement was necessitated, not only by 
the superior forces which the Bulga- 
rians and Germans opposed to the allies, 
but to a threat of an outflanking move- 
ment from Petrovo, where the Bulga- 
rians have arrived, and also to danger 
to their line of communication from 
Bulgarian irregulars who had crossed 
the Greek frontier. 

Both the British and ‘the French 
forces, who are well supplied with ar- 
tillery and machine guns, engaged in a 
four days’ battle in which they inflicted 
very heavy losses on the Bulgarians, 
who fought with desperation and the 
greatest courage. Attack. after attack 
was repulsed, but the Bulgarians still 
came on and each evening the allies 
fell back to .new positions, where

~ AND UNITED STATES 


Unless Vienna Disavows 

Sinking of Ancona, United 
States) Will Sever Diplo- 
matic Relations. 


Washington, December 10.—Diplo- 
_ matic relations with Austria are in 
grave danger of being broken off over 
the sinking of the Italian liner Ancona. 
with the loss of American lives. All 
officials here continue to preserve si- 
lence over the negotiations with Aus- 
tria, but through the veil which has 
been drawn about the situation is seen 
@ crisis just as grave as that which 
attended the submarine negotiations 
with Germany. 
Depends on Austrian Reply. 

The question of continuing diplo- 
matic relations may be said to depend 
upon a satisfactory reply to Secretary 
Lansing’s note, which now probably is 
Before the Vienna foreign office, de- 
manding a disavowal of the sinking 
of the Ancona, reparation for the lives 
lost and assurances that passenger 
ships shall not be attackéd without 
warning or an opportunity for non- 
combatants to take places of safety. 

The situation tonight is tense and 
fraught with possibilities. It is com- 
pared to the last days of the Arabic 
negotiations with Germany, when prob- 
ably no one but President Wilson him- 
self knew how close the country was 
to a severance of diplomatic relations 
‘with Berlin. 

Officials of the state department will 
not discuss the American note, even so 
far as to say if they know whether 
it has reached Vienna or when they 
expected to permit pubtication of it in 
this country... It is taken for granted 
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in official circles generally, however, 
that the communication cabled last 
Tuesday must have been delivered be- 


fore this and a reply is anxiously 


awaited. 
American Ship Hebbed. 

A further complication to the situ- 
ation developed today when it was dis- 
closed that an Austrian submarine, 
which shelled the American Standard 
Oil tank ship Petrolite in the Mediter- 
ranean last week, sent a hoarding 
party and took part of the: ship’s pro- 
visions: This news came in a consular 
dispatch from Algiers and was the 
first official word of ‘the safety of the 
Petrolite, which was not greatly dam- 
aged by the shelling and proceeded 
to Algiers with one man _§ slightly 
wounded. 

So far as the Petrolite incident is 
eoncerned, there probably will be-no 
action by the state department until 
more complete reports are received, 
showing the exact circumstances un- 
der which the vessel was attacked. If 
the tanker was shelled while trying 
to escape in disregard of warning from 
the submarine, there would be no com- 
plaint on that score. When she did 
stop and submit to search, however, 
in the view of officials here, the swub- 
marine commander, on finding her a 
neutral ship on leritimate business, 
had no right to seize her property. 

Important Question Raised. 

Warships in the past, when in dire 
need of food for their crews, often 
have held up merchantmen without re- 
gard to their nationality, and carried 
off what they wanted, giving receipts 
to assure ultimate payment for what 
was taken. Under such circumstances, 
it is said, the governments concerned 
have not been inclined to regard the 
proceeding as a very serious breach 
of their rights, provided a merchant- 
man was not left without sufficient 
supplies to make port. 

Seizure of supplies from a neutral 
vessel by a submarine, however, raises 
a new and interesting point in interna- 
tional law. It is pointed out that if 
this practice became general, belliger- 
ent submarines preying upon an en- 
emy’s commerce practically would be 
unlimited in their radius of action and 
almost wholly independent of bases of 
supplies.

An old lady who said she lived in 
Columbus wanted to talk to the presi- 
dent about a pension claim she said 
she had against the government, but 
secret service men hurried her along 
the line. . The president spent thirty 
seconds talking to 4-year-old Vrina 
Jane Hughes, of Columbus, giving her 
more time than any other person dur- 
ing the entire reception. 

The President’s Address. 

The president's speech in full was 
as follows: 

- “Mr President, Gentlemen ofthe Co- 
lumbus Chamber of Commerce: 

. .I want first to express my very 
deep gratitude to you for the cordial 
manner in which you have greeted me 
and my sense of privilege in standing 
here before you to speak about some 
of the things in which we are mutu- 
ally interested. You, gentlemen, are 
perhaps more interested in those mat- 
ters 0f£ policy: which affect the busi- 
ness of the country than in any oth- 
ers; and yet, it has never seemed to 
me possible to separate the business 
of a country from its essential spirit 
and the life of its people. The mistake 
that some men have made has been 
in supposing that business was one 
thing and life another; whereas, they 
are inseparable in their principles and 
in their expression. 

“I must say that in looking back 
upon the past there is something about 


American commerce, 


the history of business 


which ig not wholly sa Sector it is 


interesting to remember that in the th 


early” years of the republic we felt 
ourselves more a part of the general 
world than we have felt since then. 
Down to the war of 1812 seas were 
full of American shi American en- 
terprise was everywhere expressed in 
when we were a 
little nation, and yet now that we are 
a great nation, the seas are almost 
bare of our ships and we trade with 
other countries at the convenience of 
the carriers of other nations. 

“The truth is that after the war of 
1812 we seem deliberately to have chos- 
en to be provincial, to shut ourselves 
ing upon ourselves, exploit our own 
palieroes for our own benefit rather 
than for the benefit of the rest of 
the world; and we did not return to 
address ourselves to foreign commerce 
until our domestic development had so 
nearly burst its jacket that there was 
no strait-jacket in which it could be 
confined. 

Cemmerce Cries for Outlet. 


“Now American industry in recent 
years has been crying for an outlet 
into the currents of the world. There 
weer some American minds, some 
American business men—not a few— 
who were not built upon the provincial 
type, who did find their way into for- 
eign markets and made the usual 
American peaceful conquest in those 
foreign markets; but others seemed de- 
liberately to refrain or not to know 
that there were opportunities to be 
availed of. 

“Until the recent banking act you 
could not find, so far as I am in- 
formed, a branch of an American bank 
anywhere outside of the United States; 
whereas, other nations of the world 
were doing their banking business on 
foreign shores through the instrumen- 
tality of their own bankers. I was 
told at a meeting of the American 
Bankers’ association that much of the 
foreign banking business, the business 
in foreign exchange, had to be done 
in our ports by branches of Canadian 
banks established among ourselves, 
Being literalists, We interpreted the na- 
tional banking act to mean, since it 
did not say that the national banks 
could engage in this business, that they 
could not engage in it, and some of 
the natural, some of the necessary 
functions of banking were not per- 
formed by American bankers. 

“T refer to this merely as an evi- 
dence of what I take leave to call our 
provincialism. Moreover, during this 
period, this very interesting thing hap- 
pened, that American business men 
were so interested to be protected 
against the competition of other busi- 
ness men in othér countries that they 
proceeded by organization to protect 
themselves against each other and en- 
gaged in the politics of organization 
rather than in the statesmanship of 
enterprise. é : 


Organization in Business and - Politics. 


“For your organization for the pur- 
pose of preventing successful compe- 
tition is not in moral level any higher 
than running politics upon the basis 
of organization rather than upon the 
basis of statesmanship and achievement. 
Organization is necessary to politics, 
and it is necessary to business, but the 
object of organization ought not to be 
exclusion; it ought to be efficiency. 
The only legitimate object of: organiza- 
tion is efficiency. It can never be 
legitimate when it is intended for hos- 
tile competitive purposes. I have never 
entertained the slightest jealousy of 
those processes of organization which 
led to greater arid greater competency, 
but I have always been jealous of those 
processes of organization which were 
intended in the spirit of exclusion 
and monopoly. Because the spirit of 
monopoly is not the American spirit. 
The American spirit is a spirit of op- 
portunity and of equal opportunity and 
of admitting every man to the race 
who can stand the pace. So I say that 
we have reason to look back upon the 
past of American business with some 
dissatisfaction, but I, for my part, look 
forward to the future of American 
business with the greatest confidence. 

“American business has altered its 
point of view, and in proportion as it 
has altered its point of view it has 
gained in power and in momentum. I 
have sometimes heard exhortations to 
the effect that politics ought not to 
be injected into business. It is just 
as important that you should not inject 
business into politics, because so far 
as the business of this country is con- 
mag there ought not to be afriy poli- 

cs.

that they please. When things were 
perhaps more debatable than they are 
now about our immediate neighbor to 
the south of us, I do not know how 
many men came to me and suggested 
that the vernment of Mexico should 
be altered as we thought that it ought 
to be altered, but being a subscriber to 
the doctrine of the irginia bill of 
rights I could not agree with him. The 
Mexicans may not know what to do 
with their ecovernment, but that is none 
of our business, and so long as I have 
the power to prevent it, nobody shall 
‘butt in’ to alter it for them. 

“That is what I mean by being a 
democrat built on the original plan of 
the bill of rights. 

Bill of Rights and Business. 


“Now, those bills of whe pn say some 
things that are very pertinent to busi- 
ness. They assert the absolute equal- 
ity of righ@on the part of individuals 
to access t6 opportunity. That is the 
reason I am opposed to monopoly, not 
because monopoly does not produce 
some excellent results of a kind, but 
because it is intended to shut out a lof 
of people who ought not to be shut out; 
nd I believe that caspase | is the 
only thing that vitalizesa whole people 
instead of vitalizing only some of the 
porers of the country. I am not fit to 
e the trustee of gbsnygei for this 
country; neither are you; neither is any 
roup of men fit to be the trustees for 
he economical guidance of this coun- 
try. I believe in the common man. 
believe the genius of America to be 
that the common man should be con- 
sulted as to how he is governed and 
should be given the same opportunity 
with every. other man under his govern- 
ment. I believe that that spirit is the 
spirit of the average business man in 
America. I am sure that it is the spirit 
of the average business man in America 
because, although it is a current theory 
that the president of the United States 
is a very much secluded person, a good 
many people talk to him, I assure you, 
and he takes particular pains to know 
what the people are talking about who 
do not talk directly to him. Nobody 
who -has been bred in the atmosphere 
of American societies from one end of 
this continent to the other can mistake 
the spirit of the average man, and I am 
for the average man. The country con- 
sists of him. He is the backbone of the 
country. The man who is above the 
average uses him and ought:-to respect 
his tool, ought to respect his instru- 
ment, ought to respect the .veins 
through which the very lifeblood of the 
country flows. 


Future of Business. 


“Now, with regard to the future of 
business in this country, no man can 
speak with confidence, because it hap- 
pens that the distressing months since 
the great European war began have 
put America in a peculiar relation to 
the rest of the world. It looks as if we 
would be the reserve force of the world 
in respect to financial and economic 
power. It looks as if in the days of 
reconstruction and recuperation which 
are ahead of Europe we would have to 
do many of the things, many of’ the 
most important things, which hitherto 
have been done through European in- 
strumentalities. No man can say just 
how these matters are going to shape 
themselves, but every man can see that 
the opportunity of America is going 
to be unparallelled and. that the re- 
sources of America must be put at the 
service of the world as they never 
were put at its service before. There- 
fore it is imperative that no impedi- 
ments should be put in the way of 
commerce with the rest of the world. 
You cannot sell unless you buy. Com- 
merce is only an exalted kind of bar- 
ter. The bartering may not be direct, 
but directly or indirectly it is an ex- 
change of commodities and the pay- 
ment of the balances; and, therefore, 
there must be no impediments to the 
free flow of the currents of commerce 
back and forth between the United 
States, apon which the world will in 
part depend, and the other countries 
which she must supply and serve. And 
for the first time,’ gentlemen, it hap- 

ens—I believe providentially—that the 

usiness men of America have an in. 

strumentality in the new banking law 
such as they never had before for the 
ebb and flow and free course of the 
natural processes of credit. For the 
first time we are not bound up in an 
inelastic currency. Our credit is cur- 
rent and that current will run through 
all the channels of commerce in every 
part of the world. 


Wilson Discusses Currency.

Macon Minister Declares Prize 
Fights Debauch and Bru- 
talize Spectators. 


Macon, Ga., December 10.—(Special.) 
Dr. W. N. Ainsworth,.pastor of the 
Mulberry Street Methodist church, who 
had to leave for Savannah before the 
recent hearing in which the four box- 
efs were acquitted of the charge of 
assault and battery in the municipal 
court, which charges were preferred by 
Dr. Ainsworth, today gave out a state- 
ment in reply to a personal arraign- 
ment of him during the trial of the 
case by City Attorney W. D. McNeil. 

“T hope this gentleman’s enraged 
spleen has been relieved, but the pub- 
lic must understand that I am not the 
issue,” said Dr. Ainsworth. “The issue 
in question, and one that has not been 
settled by the decision of the magis- 
trate, is whether or not human beings 
shall be permitted to fight one another; 
like beasts or chickens with bloody 
heads, for gate receipts, in the presence 
of a great company of men and boys 
of tender years, who are inevitably bru- 
talized thereby. I saw three rounds 
of each of these fights last Tuesday 
night with the purpose of securing 
facts on which to base a prosecution, 
after I. had appealed in vain, to the 
city authorities to interfere.

THE LITTLE COUNTRY CHURCH 


The Boston Transcript, commenting on 
the report of the Gifford Pinchot commis- 
sion on country churches in Ohio, where 
there is “a steady decline in membership 
and strength,” says: 


Its extensive survey, made in Ohio only, 
confirms what has long been surmised 
regarding most of our states. A'bout 10 
per ceht of our country churches have 
been abandoned, and more than half of 
the -remainder are decreasing in member- 
ship, and even are dying. 


If the above is true of other states, it is 
prohably due to increased_ facilities for 
travel to the towns rather than to a lack of 
interest in religious worship in the rural 
districts. The farmer’s automobile has re- 
placed the old bay horse and the four-seated 
buggy in which the family was crowded on 
a Sunday meeting day, and it is only a few 
minutes to town now to hear the bishop’s 
sermon! 

And that is usually a sermon to be re- 
membered, and may be discussed at family 
firesides for a week thereafter. 

But for all that the little meeting house 
in the piney woods—the plain-boarded build- 
ing of the shingled roof and unpretentious 
steeple—is still a shrine fof pilgrims of the 
faith. Around it lie graves that are ever 
close to human hearts, and memories throng 
thick there—old and sweet associations of 
‘ways that were “ways of pleasantness” and 
“naths that were Peace.” : 

It may be said that the little old country 
church is one of the landmarks of “The 
Old-Time Religion’’—the half-way house on 
the high road to the “City not made with 
hands.” The people may drift cityward and 
mingle with crowds—become enthused with 
great business projects—but they do not 
forget. Business cannot blur the vision of 
old times, old homes, old friends and the 
little church back yonder, at the side of the 
road leading from the home-place. When 
they went away they took it with them! 

So, in season, Business shuts its desk, 
puts the city behind it and. takes the big 
road to camp-meeting! Like a prodigal, it 
returns to home-scenes and occupies the old 
pew in the loved old meeting house; and 
Business is better for it, and gossips after- 
wards of having heard the old-time preacher 
expound the Word in the old-time way! 

So the country church—even if changed 
conditions attract from it and its member. 
ship dwindles—has a heart-hold on -° the 
people.

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'|GEORGIA COURT OF APPEALS LEADS 


ALL IN THE NUMBER OF OPINIONS 
RENDERED; RELIEF IS IMPERATIVE

Editor Constitution: For the sake of 
and because the matter is of 
general interest and of special importance 
just now, in view of certain proposed legis- 
lation for the relief of that court, I trust 
you will allow me space to correct an inad- 
vertent misstatement made in a news item, 
which appeared in a newspaper last Satur- 
day, relative to the work of the court of 
appeals of Georgia. | 

The item in question was as follows: 

“The court of appeals of Georgia tried 
more cases during the twelve months 
ending December 1 than any similar body 
in the United States, according to the fig- 
ures compiled by a national law agency. 
Each member averaged over 100 cases for 
the year, as compared with an average of 
about 80 cases to the judge in the next 
highest court.” 

In the November 
Docket, issued by the West Publishing 
company, which company publishes all the 
decisions of all the courts of Jast resort in 
the United States, a comparative statement 
is made, showing the output of each of said 
courts during the year 1914. the average 
number of opinions by each judge, and the 


average length of opinions from each court. 
From that statement it appears that in the 


number (1915) of The 


) year 1914 the court of appeals of Georgia 


rendered an average of 165 opinions. per 
judge, which were of an average length of 
1,653 words each; and that the supreme court 
of Georgia handed down an average of 99 
opinions per judge, of an average length 
of 1,256 words each. 

Alabama Came Next. 

According to this same statement, the 
court of appeals of Georgia rendered the 
‘Breatest number of opinions of any court 
of last resort in the union. The court of ap- 
peals of Alabama came next, with an aver- 
age of 121 opinions per judge for the year 
1914, but the opinions averaged only 928 
words each; then followed the Kentucky 
supreme court, with 114 opinions per judge, 
and then the supreme court of Arkansas, with 
113. The same table discloses that New *Jer- 
sey has 24 judges, who averaged only 25 
opinions each; South Carolfna, 5 judges, who 
averaged 59 opinions each; Missouri, 20 
judges, who averaged 59 opinions each, and 
Texas 30 judges, who averaged 61 opinions 
each. Oklahoma has both a supreme court 
and a court of criminal appeals—the former 
composed of 11 judges, who averaged 67 
opinions each, and the latter of 3 judges, 
who average 70 opinions each. It will be 
observed that Oklahoma, a new state, but 
yesterday admitted to the union, has 14 
judges, who compose its two courts of last 
resort; whereas, Georgia, with vastly greater 
wealth and more varied business interests, 
and with almost double the population, has 
at present but 9 judges—6 on the supreme 
court and 3 on the court of appeals. 

During the year 1914, owing to the ili- 
ness. and consequent absence ‘of the late 
Judge Roan for practically six months. of 
that period, two judges alone transacted the 
business of the court, and the cases decided 
in the absence of Judge Roan were in fact 
divided between two, instead of among three 
judges, so that the judges of the court of 
appeals actually at work during the entire 
year 1914 prepared more than 200 opinions 
each, instead of 165. 

For Thirteen Months. 

Judge Broyles succeeded Judge Roan on 
November 14, 1914, and from a hasty count 
of the cases appearing in The Southeastern 
‘Reporter, published weekly in pamphlet 
form, it is disclosed that since November 
7, 1914, the following number of cases de- 


cided by this ceurt have been published up 
to and including Decembér ¢, 1915:

This number divided by three gives 
average number of cases tor each judge 
239 for the period of 13 months just gone. 

According to information turnished. by 
the clerk -of the court of appeals, the number 
of cases returned to the court for the year, 
including the October, 1914, and the March. 
1915, terms, amounted to 868, which exceed- 
ed the average annual return since the court 
was first established by about 85 cases. Ac- 
cording also to the estimate of the clerk, 
based on the average number of cases re- 
turned since the docket for the March term, 
1915, was closed, there is a practical certaints 
that during the 12 months next ensuing 
thereafter, the return of cases to the court 
of appeals of Georgia will run well over 
1,000, and may go as high as 1,200, or even 
to 1,300. This would mean that each judge 
would be obliged to write decisions in as 
many as 300 to 400 cases in one year, be- 
Sides, ef course, taking part in the adjudica- 
tion of the cases allotted to the other two 
judges. When it is recalled that there are 
unfortunately but 365 days in the ordinary 
year, and the further facts are remembered 
that Sundays must be eliminated, that not 
less than 30 days per annum (and usually 
more) are consumed in hearing argument, 
‘and that at least 75 days per annum must 
be employed ir final consultation, when the 
opinions prepared by the judges are submit- 
ted to the full court for approval, it wilt be 
seen that only about 200 days in each year 
are lcft in which each judge must write Pra 
300 to 400 decisions, so that from four to six 
decisions must be reached and opinions pre- 
pared by the court during every day of the 
year outside of the days set apart as above. 


Tremendous Burden Upon Court. 


The tremendous burden resting upon the 
court may be imagined when it is recalled 
that all criminal cases tried in Georgia, ¢x- 
cept where life imprisonment or capital pun- 
ishment#is imposed on the defendant, are 
subject to review by the court of appeals, 
and that no Popes lies in any case from 
the decision of that court to any other court 
except to the supreme court of the Unite 
States, All manslaughter cases, seduction 
cases, embezzlement cases, offenses under our 
banking laws, and other felonies, are re- 
viewed by this court, in addition to the in- 
numerable misdemeanor cases which come 
to it for final adjudication. So, too, its civil 
jurisdiction includes the review of all cases, 
no matter what their magnitude, that may 
be tried in the various city courts of the 
state—-—in which courts, on account of the 
speedier results to be generally obtained, a 
tremendous number of important cases are 
disposed of in the various commercial 
centers. 

So far as my personal knowledge ex- 
tends, the court of appeals of Georgia has 
done and is doing more than any other court 
of last resort has ever been compelled to 
do, and from all indications that work may 
be nearly doubled in the course of the next 
few months, which will of necessity mean 
not only that many cases decided must be 
very hastily decided, but also that in the 
near future, under our system, and the pro- 
vision of our constitution requiring all cases 
to be disposed of by the second term after 
the writ of error is brought, a large num- 
ber of cases will be affirmed by operation 
of law because of the utter imposeibility for 
any court composed of three mere mortals 
to do the work which could only rationally 
be expected of three courts of that number 
of judges. 

it is a matter for small wonder that the 
opinions of the supreme courts of Ohio and 

ew York rank. high in American jurispru- 
dence, when it is recalled that each judge 
wrote but 22 and 10 cases, respectively, dur- 
ing the year 1914, whereas, the supreme 
court judges of our state, during the same 
period, wrote 99 cases each, and the judges 
of the court of appeals of Georgia 165 each. 

Relief for both courts is imperatively de- 
manded, either by radical changes in our 
judicial system or in the method of review, 
or by an increase in the number of judges, 
or by some other plan which the legislature 
in its wisdom may adopt. mrepecttul y yours,

“I am unalterably opposed to the 
recall,” said Mr. Peacock, “and I 
was surprised to see that my name 
appeared among those which are 
found on the petition.

The recall will 
affect both seriously. It will hurt 
business and it will cause bitter- 
ness and personal feeling upof which 
no city can thrive.

JUSTICE RUSSELL 
FAVORS NEW TRIAL 
FOR WILLIE HESTERS 


Although the rest of the court of ap- 
peals put its “O. K.”" on the action of 
the superior court of Berrien county 
in refusing to grant one Willie Hes- 
ters, who had been convicted of selling 
whisky, a new trial, Chief Justice Rus- 
sel] held to the contrary on the ground 
that the court should not have asked 
the witness whether the liquid in ques- 
tion was soda water. Justice Russell 
assented with the rest of the court 
that the alleged new evidence present- 
ed was only cumulative, and would not 
warrant a new trial, but the ‘trial 
judge’s question, coming just atthe 
juncture it did, he thinks was enough 
to cinch the case in the minds of the 
jury, and that Hesters should have had 
a new trial on this ground. 

According to the opinion, in response 
to a question, the witness declared 


that he “would not swear it was whis- 
ky, but it looked red.” 

The attorney asked: 

“Is there anything else that looks 


red?” 


“Yes, sir,” said the witness. 

Whereupon, the judge interpolated as 
follows: 

“Was it soda water?” 

And the witness answered: 

‘IN Oo, sir.”’ f 

In view of the foregoing, Justice 
Russell says, in part; as follows: 

“In the present case the court did 
not wait until the cross-examination 
had been concluded. The sole ques- 
tion upon which the mind of the jury 
was necessarily fixed was whether or 
not the liquid in question was intoxi- 
cating. I attach no little importance 
to, the probable effect on the mind of 
the jury, due to the fact that the court, 
at that moment, the moment that coun- 
sel asked whether there was anything 
else that looked red, propounded the 
question, ‘Was it soda water.’ I think 
the jury were so likely to have been 
impressed by the question*of the court, 
prejudicially to the accused, that the 
defendant should have another trial.”

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Letter Written by Washington 
Returned Friday to Georgia 


Charies J. Haden, president of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, yester- 
day presented to Governor Nat E. Har- 
ris, for the state of ‘Georgia, a letter 
which General George Washington 
wrote to the governor of Georgia, 
June 14, 1783, upon his resignation 
from the command of the continental 
army, which letter disappeared from 
the old state capitol building at Mi)l- 
ledgeville when a detachment of Gen- 
eral Sherman’s army paid that city a 
visit upon its memorable “march to the 
sea.” 


This unique document, browned with 
age, but stil easily legible, was re- 
turned to Georgia by Mr. Haden on be- 
half of Major O. T. May, of Geneva, N. 
Y., a veteran of Sherman’s army. 

The letter was a copy of a circular 
letter sent out by General Washington 
to the governors of each of the original 
thirteen states, urging upon them the 
necessity of binding themselves more 
closely toegther in. order to protect 
themselves from Europeahi powers. 

Yankees Reach Milledgeville. 

Major May, in a letter which Mr. 
Haden presented to Governor Harris, 
stated that when the detachment of 
troops with which he was connected 
entered Milledgeville, “‘the boys swarm- 
ed through the state offices and nearly 
turned things inside out.” Major May 
States that he picked up three old- 
looking papers from a heap upon the 
floor and carried them away with him. 
He.later discovered them to be General 
Washington’s letter and two °° land 
grants, all three of which documents 
he has returned in splendid condition. 
This is particularly true of the Wash- 
ington letter, which Major,May has 
mounted and bound in a light covering. 

The two land grants were as follows: 

One dated November 26, 1819, grant- 
ing to John Cannady, of Emanuel coun- 
ty, a tract of 250 acres in Early county.

“The contents of desks, drawers and pi- 
geon holes were thrown out in piles on the 
floor, and every one helped himself to any- 
thing he wanted and could carry. 

“I picked up from one of these piles 
three old-looking papers, and I did not know 
until I got to camp what I had. Then I 
found I had a copy sent to the governor of 
Georgia of General George “Washington's 
letter resigning the command of the Ameri- 
can army, dated Newburgh, N. Y., June 14, 
1783, and two land grants, one dated Sep- 
tember 18, 1805, and the other, May 11, 1837. 

“The Washington letter was folded up in 
@ small package, and every sheet was brok- 
en apart by old age and much use, 

“I lately found these old documents where 
they had been packed away for years, and 
thought the best thing I could do with them 
was to return them. 

“The Washington letter I had straight- 
ened out and patched up with thin paper 
and put in a ght cover, so it will now be 
in ay condition to show for years yet. 

“The land grants are just as I found them. 

“I take pleasure in returning these old 
papers to the state of Georgia.

Washington’s Letter. 


The letter of General Washington is 
a gem of classic English, and might 
well be held up to the school children 
of this state as such. The letter is 
also the conveyance of a clear com- 
position of‘the fundamental principles 
upon which this nation has been found- 
ed, and in looking back through his- 
tory the letter seems rather a prophecy 
than a document of advice. 

After expressing his gratification at 
the outcome of the revolutionary war 
and declaring his intention of retiring 
to private life, General Washington 
outlined the following policy for the 
states:

Review 


New York, December 10.—Dun’s 
tomorrow will say: 

“There is no longer complaint of deferred 
buying, but of difficulty in meeting the 
steadi y expanding requirements. Consump- 
tive demand exceeds supply in some lines 
and distributing channels are obstructed 
by the congestion of freight, rail and over- 
sea shipping facilities still being inadequate 
to cope with the rush of traffic. This tends 
to act as a brake on commercial progress, 
yet the forward movement has not per- 
ceptibiy slackened either in domestic or 
foreign commerce. On the contrary, ex- 
ports, in spite of the shortage of vessels 
and other obstacles, continue in notably 
heavy volume, while internal trade is fur- 
ther swelled as the holiday season ap- 
proaches. 

Development of Christmas business ful- 
fills the most optimistic expectations, and 
the greater spending power of the masses 
is demonstrated both by the magnitude of 
the “deaghenesatag and the preference shown 
for the more costly grades of merchandise. 
This condition is general, every important 
center reporting a marked growth in re- 
tail dealings, but it is most apparent in the 
sections where the industrial boom has 
given employment to thousands of men 
that were formerly idle. Moreover, in 
many instances increased wages operate to 
offset the enhanced cost of commodities 
and it is of significance in this connection 
that the rise in foodstuffs has been less 
pronounced than in other articles. Because 
of the continued broadentng of consump- 
tive requirements, wholesale prices are now 
at the highest level in nearly half a cen- 
tury and of late the advance has been par- 
ticularly striking in iron and steel, where 
activity is unabated.
